THE STRIKE THAT FAILED. 


Every indication now points to a settlement of 
the shopmen’s strike. A large proportion of the 
lines already have adopted terms and they include 
strategic pystems which together provide transpor- 
tation across the continent. It should be possible 
te induce the remaining systems and for the good 
of all concerned we trust a general peace will 
quickly follow. 

The strike has been a costly mistake. Every one 

é has lost by it. No one has gained. The shépmen 
go back at the wages fixed by the labor board. They 
have lost ten weeks’ pay. They will urge a rehear 
ing of the board decision. They were assured of 
that without a strike. The contracting-out system 
has been given up. It was done for anyway. The 
strike was not necessary on that issue. Conditions 
complained of may be corrected. The strike was 
hardly worth any gains in this direction which 

uld not have been won by peaceful adjudication. 

We hope the shopmen will think this over and 
ask themselves fairly whether it would not have 
been better policy and better sense if they had kept 
the peace, accepted the agency created by the 
nation through congress for peaceful adjudication 
of their demands and reed upon fair play to serve 
their interests in the long run. 

As for the railroads, they have lost by the strike, 
directly and indirectly, but not as the men have 
lost. Business has not been lost as wages are lost, 
for, except in the case of perishables, what has been 
held back by the strike will now be carried. But 
money has been lost which might have been saved 
and the railroads are not in as efficient a condition

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SKIN DISEASES IN SnUPS. 
F a man works in a shop where there 
is a good deal of grinding and cutting 
of metals and where much cutting 
fiuid and lubricating ofl is used, he 
is almost certain to get some skin dis- 
ease sooner or later. 


If he has a dry, greaseless skin, he will .. 


get it sooner. If his skin is naturally 
oily, he will get it later. 

The location of his skin trouble will 
epend somewhat on his habits. For in- 
stance, if he has a shock of hair which 
he frequently brushes’ back off his brow 
with his soiled hand, his _— will 
appear on his brow. 


The trouble, when it pr is not 
much more than a series of dirty bumps. 
Later these become red. If he scratches 
them, or they are otherwise infected, 
boils develop, or out of them may come 
scabies or itch, psoriasis, or an eruption 
which some one will call eczema. 


— 

In an examination of a largd number 
of workingmen employed in plants using 
cutting oils, made by Dr. McConnell, 
nearly a third of them were found with 
| skin trouble. The “skin trouble” was 
all due to the oil, but it went by scores 
of different names, generally one name 
in one trade and another name in: an- 
other trade. 

Dr. McConnell recommends the follow- 
ing method of avoiding this trouble: 

1. On entering the plant, each man 
should wash the hands and forearms 
thoroughly with warm water, using a. 
sawdust and liquid ‘soap preparation to 
assist the cleansing process. 

#2. After drying his skin with an indi- 
vidual towel he should apply either lan- 
olin alone or lanolin and castor oil, .and 
-rub well into the skin. 3 

3. Foremen should inspect each worker 
as he enters the shop,~to insure the effi- 
clent carrying out of the foregoing. 

4. At noon, before eating, the workman 
shduld wash the hands and forearms 
with soap and warm water. 

6. On returning to work he should re- 
peat the morning schedule of washing 
and greasing. 

6. At the end of the work day the 
arms and forearms should be washed as 
above, but not greased. If there are 
cuts or sores, these should be properly 
dressed. 

7. Bruptions on the -thighs are best 
prevented by wearing an apron that is 
impenetrable to oils.

Tux Trisune has held from the first that there 
was no proper occasion for the strike of the shop- 
men. We believe that if Mr. Jewell and such of 
his associate leaders and followers as approved 
of walking owt had not been affected by radical 
theories afid prejudices there would have been no 
strike. We belieye that their policy did not turn 
on the wage question—on which they promptly 
gurrendered—or on the contract issue, or on work- 
ing conditions. If it had, we are confident there 
would have been no strike. 

This the public must think over. If it does, 
think there will be an increased dermand for means 
to protect the country from strikes on the railways 
and in any other essential industry. Congress 
has already set up an agency for hearing legitimate 
demands of railway employés. To the average mind 
this agency seems a fair and efficient one. Employ- 
ér and employé are both represented. The public 
interest also has representation. What could be 
fairer or better than that? 

We don't think the American public should be 
subjected to the heavy losses necessarily involved in 
rallway strikes. We think the American people 
have a right to insist that their welfare shall not 
be a bloody battle ground over which employer 
and employé fight for advantage. We think the 
nation has set up @® means of protecting the legiti- 
tante interests of both parties and has a right to 
demand that both parties shall resort to it for the 
adjustment of their differences. To call this servi- 
tude is nonsense. It is recognition of our common 
interdependence and of the public duty rightly im- 
posed upon those who elect to engage in a service 
essential to the very life of the nation. 

The wage question on the railways has now be- 
come a conflict, not between the railways and their 
employés in final analysis, but between labor and 
shipper, or, rather, labor and consuming public. 
Invested capital, fortunately for the prosperity of 
this country, cannot be confiscated, and in the case 
of the railroads, the “ water” having been squeezed 
out, wages cannot be increased without relation 
to rates. Higher wages .mean relatively higher 
operation costs and this necessitates higher earn- 
ings. The element of proper“tconomies is to be 
considered, but in the end wage pressure must meet 
rate pressure. 

This ts not an argument for low wages in the 
public interest. On the contrary, we believe good 
wages, wages which provide comfort and security 
for employés, are essential to national progress 
and prosperity. This seems so plain that we aré 
confident, and we believe the employés of the rail- 
ways shoulé be confident, that it will in the long 
run control the judgment of any agency created 
by the public for determining wages and rates. 
To rely upon this is better than to rely upon strikes 
with their heavy lose to all concerned. 

We hope these truths will be thoroughly set 
forth in the coming congress and & system of just

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BISHOPS’ WAR ON 


Marriage Ritual. 


— 


Portland, Org., Sept. 14.—At the 
convention of the Episcopal chyrch the 
house of deputies late today concurred 
in the action of the house of bishops 
in eliminating from the marriage cere- 
mony of the Episcopaliag church the 
word “obey,” said by the bride, and 
the words, “with my worldly goods I 
thee endow,” said by the bridegroom. 

There was a debate over the elimina- 
tion of the word” obey” but no /dis- 
cussion on the bridegroom's pledge as 
to property 

The house of bishops adopted a 
change in the divorce canon of the 
church proposed by Bishop Cc. H. 
Brent of western New York which 
makes the church law explicit in for- 
bidding the members to marry any 


the rule; where a divorce has been 
granted on grounds of infidelity. 


Secret Societies Arraigned. 

The present canon merely forbids 
clergymen, to perform the marriage 
ceremony for divorced persons. If the 
amendment enacted by the bishops 
today is approved by the house of 
deputies, it will go into effect next 
Jafiuary. 

Resolutions denouncing “ certain so- 
cieties whose members are. secret, 
disguiseé and masked,” and deploring 
war between nations and between 
groups within a nation were presented 
to the house of deputies and put upon 
the calendar. The Rev. Dr. John D. 
Wing of Savannah, Ga., in presenting 
the resolution, charged these organiza- 
tions with appealing to religious pre- 
judices and racial antipathy. - 


For Changing Burial Ritual. 


The house of bishops voted to omit 
the rubric in the burial -office which 
in effect provided that services should 
not be said over the remains of un- 
baptized or excommunicated persons or 
suicides. 

Bishop William Lawrence of Massa- 
gchusetts charged that the rubric is 
medieval. 

“Under the present law a murderér 

or libertine, if he has been baptized, 
can be buried, but a person who has 
lived a good life, but who has com- 
mitted suicide, perhaps while in a state 
of temporary insanity, cannot be. It 
compels the clergy to pass judgment 
on others.” 
The vote showed 47 bishops in favor 
of omitting the criticized rubric and 43 
in favor of its retention. It must pass 
the house of deputies before it can be- 
come a law. 


Transferred to Evanston. 


At a luncheon today given Bishop 
W. T. Sumner a resolution was passed 
approving a campaign to raise $500,000 
to transfer the Western Theological 
seminary in Chciago to the campus of 
the Northwestern university, Evans- 
ton. The alumni present subscribed 
$5,000 and pledged codperation in rais- 
ing $100,000 from the alumni.
